Handbook  serves  up  controversy      steP  up  for  satjre

A  discrepancy,  possibly  not  the  only 
one,  in  the  1999-2000  student  hand- 
book, has  led  to  a  debate  between  stu- 
dents, Chartwells  and  the  school. 

On  page  167  of  the  student  hand- 
book it  clearly  states  that  should  a  stu- 
dent need  a  replacement  meal  card,  the 
cost  would  be  $10.  However  ACMS  is 
charging  $25  under  the  orders  of  the 
school. 

Many  students  are  in  need  of  these 
cards  to  get  the  food,  which  was 
already  paid  for  as  part  of  their  bill. 
However,  due  to  this  new  development 
many  are  encouraged  to  wait  and  see 
what  the  price  will  be. 

Rebecca  Morse,  president  of  the 
Class  of  2001,  said  she  quickly  noticed 
this  discrepancy. 

"I  was  looking  through  the  student 
handbook  when  this  caught  my  eye," 
Morse  said.  She  said  she  then  spoke  to 
Dean  Ann  Coyne  about  the  matter. 

"She  told  me  that  regardless  of  the 
student  handbook,  it  was  the  policy  of 
the  school.    But  then  the  SGA  lawyer 


told  me  that  if  it  is  stated  in  the  hand- 
book, the  school  has  to  abide  by  it." 

At  the  time  this  article  was  written 
Coyne  was  unavailable  for  comment. 

The  student  handbook  is  in  many 
ways  deemed  a  contract  between  the 
school  and  the  student  body  on  a  list  of 
rules  of  behaviour  and  conduct  that  the 
students  must  uphold.  However,  if  one 
party  breaches  this  contract  it  is  the 
legal  right  of  the  other  party  to  com- 
plain or  even  sue.  "I  don't  get  why  we 
need  them  at  all.  I  already  paid  for  this 
food,  why  do  I  have  to  pay  again?" 
Sarah,  a  junior,  asked  about  the  replace- 
ment meal  cards. 

Many  students  believe  that  the  price 
should  be  lowered,  a  concern  which 
was  voiced  during  an  SGA  meeting  last 
semester  by  Jessica  McGowan. 

This  controversy  isn't  over  and  stu- 
dent leaders  are  urging  people  to  post- 
pone buying  new  meal  cards  until  the 
actual  cost  can  be  determined. 

This  was  not  the  only  mistake  found 
in  the  student  handbook;  incorrect 
dates  and  times  for  campus  events  were 
logged  as  well. 


The  Capitol  Steps,  a  troupe  of 
Congressional  staffers-turned-comedi- 
ans  who  travel  the  country  satirizing 
the  very  people  and  places  that  once 
employed  them,  will  perform  at 
Fitchburg  State  on  Oct.  2,  at  8  p.m.  in 
Weston  Auditorium. 

Tickets,  at  $15  each,  are  available  at 
the  college's  box  office  or  by  mail 
order.  Tickets  will  also  be  available  at 
the  door  on  the  evening  of  the  perfor- 
mance.

The  Capitol  Step  perform  over  400 
shows  a  year  all  over  the  country,  cov- 
ering territory  from  Portland,  Maine  to 
Portland,  Ore. 

Since  they  began,  the  group  has 
recorded  18  albums,  including  their  lat- 
est, "First  Lady  and  the  Tramp." 

They've  been  featured  on  three 
national  PBS  specials,  numerous  TV 
shows,  and  can  be  heard  four  times  a 
year  on  National  Public  Radio  stations 
nationwide  during  their  "Politics  Takes 
a  Holiday"  radio  specials.

The  group  known  as  the  Capitol 
Steps  was  born  in  December  1981, 
when  three  staffers  for  Senator  Charles 
Percy  were  planning  entertainment  for 
a  Christmas  party. 

They  decided  to  dig  into  the  head- 
lines of  the  day.' and  created  song  paro- 
dies and  skits  that  conveyed  a  special 
brand  of  satirical  humor  that  was  as 
popular  in  Peoria  as  it  was  on 
Pennsylvania  Avenue. 

Ronald  Reagan  was  president  when 
the  Steps  began,  so  co-founders  Elaina 
Newport,  Bill  Strauss  and  Jim  Aidala 
figured  that  if  entertainers  could 
become  politicians,  politicians  could 
become  entertainers. 

Since  then,  the  Steps  have  had  more 
than  4,500  performances  in  48  states. 

The  group  has  22  cast  members,  five 
of  whom  are  on  stage  for  any  one  show. 

Most  cast  members  have  worked  on 
Capitol  Hill;  some  for  Democrats,  some 
for  Republicans.  No  matter  who  holds 
office,  there's  never  a  shortage  of  mate- 
rial. 


"Typically  the  Republicans  goof  up, 
and  the  Democrats  party.  Then  the 
Democrats  goof  up  and  the 
Republicans  party. 

"That's  what  we  call  the  two-party 
system,"  Newport  explained. 

Although  the  Capitol  Steps  are  based 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  most  of  their 
shows  are  out-of-town  or  for  out-of- 
town  audiences. 

Whether  it's  the  National  Welding 
Supply  Association,  a  university  audi- 
ence, high  schoolers,  or  state  legisla- 
tors, people  love  to  laugh  at  the  foibles 
of  public  figures  like  Bill  Clinton,  who 
deals  with  a  "Secret  Asian  Man,"  or 
Bob  Dole,  who  hopes  to  finally  make 
his  poll  rise  with  "Viagra"  (to  "Maria"). 
In  fact,  the  Capitol  Steps  have  per- 
formed for  the  last  four  Presidents. 

The  only  complaints  the  Steps  seem 
lo  get  are  from  politicians  and  personal- 
who  are  not  included  in  the  pro- 
gram, according  to  the  group's  publi- 
cists.

Summer  films  sizzled 


Sadly.  Soundgarden  has  ended,  but 
the  band's  past  member,  now  turned 
solo  artist,  is  still  kicking  and  scream- 
ing. 

Chris  Cornell,  once  lead  singer  to 
Soundgarden.  launched  his  first  solo 
tour  at  the  Sanders  Theater  in 
Cambridge  on  the  night  of  Sept.  13. 

"Euphoria  Morning."  Cornell's  first 
solo  album,  was  slated  to  be  released  on 
Sept.  21  and  his  first  single.  "Can't 
Change  Me."  is  already  available  to  lis- 
teners over  the  Internet. 

As  a  friend  and  I  traveled  to  Boston 
Monday  night  we  tried  to  imagine  what 
it  would  be  like  to  see  Chris  Cornell 
and  how  he  would  sound  live,  and 
alone. 

It  was  by  far  more  than  we  had  ever 
hoped  for.  The  theater  was  small, 
which  allowed  for  a  more  intimate  feel- 
ing, where  the  artist  wasn't  over- 
whelmed by  hordes  of  screaming 
crowds,  but  met  with  honest  enthusi- 
asm from  what  seemed  like  a  circuit  of 
close  friends.

'For  Love  of  the  Game'  nearly  scores

Four  stars  out  of  five  (in  baseball  terms 
-  A  stand-up  triple) 

Since  he  tread  water  in 
"WaterWorld,"  failed  to  deliver  in  "The 
Postman,"  and  couldn't  get  across  to 
audiences  his  "Message  in  a  Bottle," 
Kevin  Costner  has  needed  a  big  hit 
movie  to  rejuvenate  his  career.  In  the 
baseball  /  love  story,  "For  Love  of  the 
Game,"  Costner  has  found,  perhaps,  the 
movie  to  put  him  back  on  Hollywood's 
radar  screen. 

Based  on  Pulitzer  Prize-winning 
author  Michael  Shaara's  1988  book, 
the  movie  traces  the  last  five  years  of 
Detroit  Tigers  pitcher  Billy  Chapel,  as 
he  pitches  in  the  greatest  game  of  his 
baseball  career.  Using  a  perfect  game  as 
a  backdrop,  the  movie  flashes  back  on 
events  in  Chapel's  life,  including  an  on- 
again/off-again  relationship  with  fash- 
ion journalist  Jane  Aubrey  (Kelly 
Preston). 

In  the  past,  Costner  starred,  and 
scored,  with  two  other  baseball  movies, 
1988's  "Bull  Durham"  and  1989's 
"Field  of  Dreams."  While  "For  Love.." 
doesn't  have  the  exceptionally  dynamic 
sexual  tension  and  witty  dialogue  of 
"Bull  Durham"  or  the  three-hanky 
moments  (I  still  get  choked  up  when  he 
plays  catch  with  his  dad)  of  "Field  of 
Dreams,"  it  does  contain  some  nice 
moments  such  as  Chapel  (Costner)  say- 
ing goodbye  to  an  ex-teammate  ("I 
think  I  will  miss  you  most  of  all, 
Scarecrow")  or  autographing  a  baseball 
announcing  his  retirement  ("For  love  of 


the  game,  tell  them  I'm  through,  Billy 
Chapel)  or  his  crying  in  a  lonely  hotel 
room  after  the  big  game,  the  movie  fails 
to  show  imperfection  (the  love  story) 
within  perfection  (the  game)  and  never 
provides  the  proper  balance  between  a 
split-fingered  fastball  and  a  sweet  cen- 
tered kiss. 

The  movie's  best  moments  are  the 
baseball  scenes,  from  Chapel  demand- 
ing from  the  Tiger  manager  that  his  per- 
sonal catcher  Gus  Simski  (Reilly)  catch 
the  next  to  the  last  game  of  the  season, 
to  his  brushing  back  a  Yankee  batter  (I 
enjoyed  that  scene  the  most)  to  his 
inner  monologue  while  on  the  pitching 
mound.  These  scenes  assisted  the 
movie  greatly.  It  also  didn't  hurt  that 
many  of  the  "ballplayers"  Costner  was 
playing  with  were  ex-major,  or  minor 
league,  ballplayers,  thus  giving  the 
movie  a  realistic  feel. 

The  problems  with  the  movie  were, 
unfortunately  for  me,  the  love  story 
between  Costner  and  Preston's  charac- 
ters. According  to  producer  Amy 
Robinson,  the  movie's  attempt  was  to 
combine  baseball  and  romance  into  a 
wonderful  marriage.  "The  Love  Story 
is  trying  to  mirror  the  baseball  game 
being  played,"  said  Robinson,  "you 
never  know  what's  going  to  happen." 
While  I  applaud  the  movie's  realistic 
baseball  scenes  and  outstanding  editing 
and  camera  shots,  the  movie  failed  to 
show  Costner  and  Preston's  characters 
in  any  intimate  settings  for  their  charac- 
ters to  gel  and  thus  many  of  their  scenes 
were  painful  to  watch.  I  never  believed 
these  two  were  a  couple,  and  although 


the  one  scene  with  Preston's  daughter, 
Heather  (Jena  Malone),  provided  a 
nice,  and  comical,  touch,  I  wanted  more 
scenes  with  these  "women"  in  his  life, 
if  for  no  other  reason  to  give  the  movie 
more  balance  and  purpose. 

For  anyone  who  loves  baseball,  I 
highly  recommend  this  movie.  The  per- 
fect game  gives  you  everything  you 
want  in  a  baseball  film,  from  the  obnox- 
ious Yankees  fans  (and  they're  obnox- 
ious, trust  me)  to  the  baseball  cliches 
(that  still  work),  the  game  gives  you  a 
front  row  at  Fenway  Park  feel.  As  for 
the  love  story,  it  needed  a  little  more 
direction,  or  in  a  baseball  term  "more 
seasoning  in  the  minors,"  to  garner  that 
last  out  for  the  perfect  game,  or  in  this 
case,  a  perfect  movie.

As  hurricanes  head  up  the  East 
Coast,  dragging  unusually  heavy  air  for 
a  September  afternoon,  the  Fitchburg 
State  College  women's  soccer  team 
hustles  in  anonymity.  Their  love  of 
competition  unquestioned,  their  love  of 
soccer  unquestioned,  the  team  members 
leave  only  the  question  of  why  they  do 
i  not  get  the  same  respect  as  the  men  they 
practice  next  to  each  day.  The  winning 
World  Cup  soccer  team  has  brought  a 
lot  of  attention  to  women's  athletics, 
but  have  the  female  teams  gained  any 
esteem  here  at  FSC?  After  a  two-mile 
run  in  the  searing  summer  sun,  and 
unrelenting  humidity,  Amanda  Blaney 
wonders  why  the  men  get  all  the  admi- 
ration. "We've  been  around  for  as  long. 
How  come  it  takes  a  win  for  us  to  get 
any  recognition?  There's  no  MLS  for 
women."  And  through  all  the  sweat, 
blood,  and  effort,  they  are  still  short  on 
players. 

Commercial  success  does  not  always 
have  the  endearing  effect  most  people 
believe.  According  to  these  young  moti- 
vated ladies,  the  Women's  World  Cup 
win  was  good  for  girls  seeking  role 
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Soccer  great  Mia  Hamm  has 

made  young  women  aware  of 

the  world  of  soccer. 

models,  "I  think  it  has  had  a  positive 
effect."  Sheryl  Briggs  adds  "Because 
young  girls  get  to  see  that  when  they 
grow  up  they  can  get  recognition  for 
being  strong  leaders  in  their  communi- 


ties." But  even  with  the  national  suc- 
cess of  the  women's  team,  here  at 
Fitchburg  State  they  only  have  13 
women  on  the  crew,  and  with  11  posi- 
tions needed  to  fill  a  full  squad,  they  are 
limited  to  6-on-6  scrimmage's  at  prac- 
tice. So  did  the  World  Cup  have  a  posi- 
tive effect?  "I  think  when  it  comes  on, 
yes,"  said  Heather  Ranucci  "But  after 
that,  no.  Guys'  sports  just  have  a  way  of 
taking  over." 

The  trouble  with  the  women's  soccer 
team  here  at  FSC  is  not  lack  of  desire, 
it's  not  lack  of  heart,  and  it's  certainly 
not  lack  of  exertion,  but  only  a  lack 
bodies,  says  Lee  Churchill  "We  just 
need  players!"  Even  the  coach,  Terra 
Meagher,  said,  "Laura  Brown,  Amy 
Todd,  and  Sheryl  Briggs  are  my  three 
captains.  They  are  doing  an  excellent 
job.  All  the  girls  are  doing  as  great  job. 
My  only  complaint  has  been  a  need  for 
a  few  more  players.." 

But  the  need  for  players  was  left 
behind  last  Monday  night,  under  a  cool 
crescent  moon,  as  FSC  women's  soccer 
team  was  unable  to  overcome  the  Ayers 
that  breezed  in  from  Daniel  Webster 
College. 

No.  15,  Jamie  Ayers,  scored  two 
goals,  one  in  each  half,  to  blow  away 


the  ferocious  Falcons.  Even  though 
Kelly  Transser  scored  on  a  penalty  kick, 
after  No.  8  Jamie  Moonie  was  assaulted 
in  the  goal  crease,  the  ladies  just  could- 
n't overcome  the  relentless  clock  that 
tick  away  a  chance  to  tie  the  game. 

Well  over  three  quarters  of  the  sec- 
ond half  was  played  in  Daniel  Webster 
territory.  Defense-women  Amy  Todd, 
the  last  line  of  defense,  spent  consider- 
able time  at  mid-field,  but  the  never- 
say-die  Falcons  just  couldn't  punch  it  in 
the  net.  With  over  a  dozen  attempts  in 
the  second  half,  including  repeated 
insertions  along  the  right  sideline  by 
Alison  Lindbergh,  the  Ladies  just  could 
not  connect  on  the  centering  passes. 

The  best  chance  a  high  lofting  pass 
from  the  center-right  that  just  bounced 
over  the  head  of  Lee  Churchill,  who 
had  the  whole  net  open  when  the  goal 
keeper  miss-played  the  angle.

While  the  passing  game  only  man- 
aged 95  total  yards,  quarterback  Rich 
Boardman  threw  2  touchdown  passes, 
the  first  to  Tanner  Grove  and  the  second 
to  Gene  Clemons. 

UMass  was  able  to  rush  for  158  total 
yards,  but  79  yards  and  the  only  TD, 
came  on  the  final  drive  when  the 
Falcons  were  looking  for  the  pass,  and 
the  game  was  over. 

FSC's  strong  defense  allowed  a 
measly  25  yards  passing. 

The  destruction  of  UMass's  Offense 
was  lead  by  Senior  captain  Jason  Smith 
who  had  6  tackles,  3  for  losses  and  a 
sack. 

Isaac  Lane  chipped  in  7  tackles 
including  2  for 
losses  of  15 
yards. 

Of  course  in 
the  true  spirit  of 
amateur  sports  23 
players  con- 


tributed  tackles,  and  Sean  McGuire, 
Kevin  Callahan,  and  Jason  Soderblum 
all  had  tackles  for  yardage  losses.
